To the Editor: 

In a "Letter to the Editor’ that ap- 
peared in the October 21, 2005 issue of 
The Romulus News, mayoral candidate 
Debbie Romak wrote, "I find it interest- 
ing that Mr. [Todd] Hauter has resorted 
to a campaign of character assassina- 
tion against me, rather than respond to 
my positions on the serious issues in 
this campaign. Mr. Hauter apparently 
cannotfind fault with my positions, sohe 
has attempted to smear my character 
through his letters." 

A campaign of character assassi- 
nation? No — this whole thing began 
with Councilwoman Romak's tongue- 
lashing of Council Chairman Randy Gear 
last February over the use of the words

words as a slam to our African-Ameri- 
can community, which | had refrained 
from discussing until now.

That does not mean that the UAW 
and Romulus Democratic Club have 
endorsed Ms. Romak for Mayor. | called 
the UAW, and it appears that their sup- 
portis for our current mayor, Alan Lam- 
bert. The Romulus Democratic Club, of 
which I’m a member, has not endorsed 
her for mayor, either. 

It seems to me that Honesty and 
Trust are out the window. 

| have read Ms. Romak's mailings 
to the residents of Romulus. 

"Debbie Romakis ready to get Rom- 
ulus moving again by: improving our 
quality of life andimproving City services, 
making City government work for you, 
[and] creating a prescription drug pro- 
gram to help our seniors and families." 

Are these her serious issues, her 
platform? 

Our city government already works 
for us. 

How does one improve our quality 
of life and improve City services? This is 
a general statement that sounds good, 
but there is no substance, no clear plan 
on how to achieve it. 

And how about her claim of "creat- 
ing a prescription drug program to help 
ourseniors and families"? In reality, she 
is probably talking about the new Fed- 
eral prescription program for our seniors. 
The Romulus Senior Center recently 
had apresentation on this new program, 
which offers relief to those who have 
been paying for their medication. Now, 
lask you, how can a city councilwoman 
create a prescription drug program at 
the Federal level? Duh!!! | can just visu- 
alize her calling President Bush daily to 
hammer out an agreement. 

| have not seen anything in Ms. 
Romak's platform indicating one major 
step toward building a better community 
— except for the new recreation center, 
which she tried to discredit when she 
was interviewed by a reporter for The 
Romulus Roman. | quote: "We have 
some good things going on here, and 
the recreation center is one of them.

user fees will pay for everything that 
needs to be taken care of.

Voters Urged To Get Facts 
To the Editor: 

As November 8 approaches, | hope 
that Romulus voters get all the facts 
before going to the polls. Just because 
something has been claimed, that does 
not make it true. 

Before November 2001, The Detroit 
News had an article about Romulus, 
anditbasically stated that this city would 
be an up-and-coming city over the next 
several years because of the vacant 
land ready to be developed. Several of 


the developments were in progress 
longer than four years ago. The full-time 
fire department was developed longer 
than four years ago. We don't hear why 
Visteon decided not to come here, but 
went to Van Buren. We don't hear why 
the big sports complex decided not to 
come here, but went to Huron as part of 
the Pinnacle project. It wasn't that Rom- 
ulus wasn't considered, it wasn't be- 
cause the land was not available, and it 
wasn't that both projects were lured 
away by Van Buren and Huron. They 
both came here first. So, instead, we get 
horse racing and casinos. 

Asan endorser of an extended rec- 
reation program, which can only en- 
hance the city's quality of life, | question 
how we can afford to subsidize the new 
rec center that the City has initiated. 
Federal funds have been available for 
years for construction, but those funds 
can't operate the building; that has to be 
done with tax dollars, donations, foun- 
dations, etc. Most of the communities 
around us are subsidized by their city 
budgets, and are having to cut programs 
and raise user fees. What will happen 
when this building — which should be 
operational 7 days a week, 12 to 15 
hours a day — opens? Will there be 
monies to operate as needed? If not, 
and you bringinamanagementfirm, will 
the residents be able to afford to enjoy 
this building? Management firms must 
make money, which is how they get 
paid. Check the users' fees of other 
community centers that are subsidized 
by the taxpayers, and guess what our 
residents will have to pay. 

My last question concerns the new 
senior center, toward which the City has 
committed many years of Community 
Development Block Grant monies. What 
happens if our President gets his way 
before he leaves office, and does away 
with the CDBG program? 

Before you vote, make sure you 
have all the facts, and don't believe 
everything that is said. | know | learned 
the hard way. ,

Hannahville Tribe Announces 
Plans To Pursue Casino

During a press conference held on 
October 20, the Hannahville Indian Com- 
munity formally announced its plans to 
pursue a casino in the City of Romulus. 

According to Hannahville Indian 
Community chairman Ken Meshigaud, 
the development—to be located on 24.6 
acres near the intersection of Wick and 
Vining roads — would feature a 200- 
room hotel, several restaurants, and 
retail space, as well as a world-class 
casino with approximately 2,400 slots 
and 90 tables. 

Meshigaud said he would be proud 
to bring the project to Romulus. 

"While our tribe is now based in 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula, our an- 
cestors used to live in this area until we 
were forced to leave by the Federal 
Governmentin the 1800s," he said. "Itis 
good to return to our original home, 
especially with this important project. 

"We believe that this is the perfect 
location for our development," Meshi- 
gaud continued. "We are close to a 
major airport and a major highway. ... 
[And] having the [Michigan Downs] race- 
track across the street only adds to the 
appeal of this location. 

"It is a proven fact that having mul- 
tiple gaming options for customers will 
only increase the desire for people to 
come to Romulus," he added. 

Mayor Alan R. Lambert was also on 
hand to discuss the Hannahville tribe's 
project, and whatit would mean to Rom- 
ulus if it comes to fruition. He cited a 
number of statistics related to jobs and 
revenue that should result from the 
project. 

e During the building phase, more than 
3,000 construction-related jobs 
would be created. 

e After completion, about 3,300 per- 
manent jobs would be created either 
at, the facility or as a result of the 
development. 


e The project should draw more than 
five million visitors each year, and 
generate over $5 million in annual 
.sales tax revenue as well as addi- 
tional income and property taxes. 

"Combining this casino and Michi- 
gan Downs, we will provide an anchor 
development that will be very attractive 
to visitors," said Lambert. 

Lambert also addressed the sec- 
ondary effects that should result from 
the development, noting that the casino 
could become the centerpiece of a pro- 
posed mega-development that would 
also include a convention center, retail 
mall, and racetrack all in one location. 
As the first such development near an 
airport, it should unleash Detroit Metro 
Airport's potential as a national tourist 
destination. 

The planned mega development 
should spur other growth, 4 'well. 

Although some residents in the sub- 
division nearest the proposed casino 
and racetrack developments have ex- 
pressed concern that their neighbor- 
hoods will be disrupted, Lambert be- 
lieves that any negative impact will be 
minimal. Because of the projects’ im- 
mediate proximity to I-94 and Metro 
Airport, there should be little "overflow" 
into the residential areas. 

Lambertalso believes thatthe Rom- 
ulus-project would have little impact on 
Detroit casinos, since some studies have 
shown that the Detroit casino market is 
not yet saturated, and many of the Rom- 
ulus casino's customers would come 
from a population base (i.e., Metro Air- 
portcustomers and residents from West- 
ern Wayne and Washtenaw counties) 
that is not visiting the casinos in Detroit. 

Although Lambert and Meshigaud 
are committed to making the casino a 
reality, the Hannahville chairman re- 
minded everyone that the process will 
be a lengthy one.

residents. To that end, | will continue to 
work to bring new revenues into the 
community. The racetrack and casino 
developments will give us the opportu- 
nity we need for reducing taxes. 
Question #2 

The Recreation Department is set 
to undergo great changes in the near 
future. The City is constructing a new, 
88,000-square-foot recreational facility 
that will provide our residents with new 
and improved recreational opportuni- 
ties and services. 

Question #3 

The new Senior Center— The new 
senior center, scheduled to open soon, 
will be the kind of state-of-the-art facility 
that our seniors have always needed. 
The old building was in disrepair. By 
utilizing Community Development Block 
Grants and Downtown Development 
Authority funding, we were able to build 
a suitable facility for our seniors at no 
increase in cost to the taxpayers. Our 
new senior center will provide our older 
generation with a much-needed new 
facility. 

The new Recreation Center — 
Growing up_as a kid in Romulus, | al- 
ways recognized the need for our young 
people to have aplace to go to have fun. 
lam very proud that we are building this 
new facility for our residents at no in- 
crease in taxes. This state-of-the-art 
facility is something that will provide 
new quality recreational opportunities 
and several newjobs for the residents of 
Romulus. 

Horse racing — |n December of 
2008, a special election was held that 
asked the question of whether or not 
Romulus wanted a racetrack within its 
boundaries. The voters overwhelmingly 
supported the measure; therefore, it is 
my duty to work on behalf of the will of 
the people. 

Since then, Magna has received a 
license to operate a racetrack in Romu- 
lus from the State of Michigan. This 
project will provide new revenues to 
help us begin a plan to lower taxes. The 
racetrack will bring thousands of new 
jobs to Romulus, creating new employ- 
ment opportunities for our residents. 

Casino gaming — Casino gaming 
is an issue that was also brought before 
the people in December of 2003. Our 
residents voted in favor of a casino 
development for Romulus.

The casino and 
racetrack developments are located in 
an area of the city that is close to Inter- 
state 94. These projects will not affect 
the tranquility of our neighborhoods. In 
addition, this kind of development will 
help us begin a plan to lower property 
taxes. 

Question #4 

It is very important to bring new 
retail shopping opportunities to our com- 
munity. Currently, we are actively com- 
municating with major mall developers 
to bring quality shopping to Romulus. 
The casino and racetrack developments 
will help us in this endeavor. 

Our downtown revitalization has 
helped us to bring a grocery store and 
several new businesses to our charm- 
ing downtown district. Several city im- 
provements like streetlighting and 
streetscaping, historical park improve- 
ments, and the new central business 
district overlay will help us continue to 
improve our downtown area. 

People used to say you couldn't 
even buy a pair of socks in Romulus. No 
longer true. New retail development in- 
cludes Family Dollar, Bravada Shop- 
ping Plaza (Van Born and Wayne), and 
Gateway Crossing (Ecorse and Han- 
nan), and more retail developmentis on 
the way. 

As new quality homes and neigh- 
borhoods are builtin Romulus (the roof- 
top factor), we are increasing the likeli- 
hood of attracting new quality retail to 
our area.

foremost on my agenda. Our commu- 
nity has been hit very hard on both. 

High property taxes have always 
been a serious matter with our city. 
Over the past five years, we have built 
more than 653 new homes. But just as 
quickly as new residents make Romu- 
lus their home, established families and 
even our newcomers are being forced 
to leave because of high taxes. Families 
can not afford to wait for casinos and 
racetracks to become a reality to re- 
ceive a reduction in taxes. While the 
City's operating millage is 9.76, the 
School District's is 37. | believe the City 
and Schools must work together on this 
issue. If this city is not successful in 
addressing and maintaining our resi- 
dential development growth by keeping 
in line with other adjacent communities 
tax-wise, it will eventually affect our 
school district, as well. 

It greatly concerns me that our once- 
working families are quickly becoming 
non-working families. Michigan's unem- 
ployment rate is the highest in our coun- 
try. Romulus is already one of the most 
abated tax communities in southeast 
Michigan, yet, one by one, we are still 
losing needed jobs. | will work to keep 
marketing our vacant land. Many other 
cities are built out already; therefore, it 
makes Romulus more marketable to 
businesses. | will work closely with our 
state legislators on any and all eco- 
nomic development plans or incentives 
available to entice businesses to locate 
in Romulus by capitalizing on the loca- 
tion of Metro Airport/the interstates and 
our willingness to do business. The en- 
tire state of Michigan is searching for 
businesses to create jobs. There is alot 
of competition, and Romulus will con- 
tinue to be an aggressive competitor for 
those needed jobs. 

The reason these two issues are so 
closely related is because population 
growth brings commerce and jobs, the 
core elements of a progressive city. 
Without tax relief for our tightly stretched 
citizens, we can not make progress. 
Question #2 : 

Most of the administrative depart- 
ments will experience growth/change 
to keep up with the City's needs and 
never-ending demands. While | will strive 
to make Romulus a progressive city, 
with that progress comes greater de- 
mands for providing public services. 

Communities are forced every day 
to do more with less resources. Statis- 
tics indicate that, for every tax dollar 
received, it costs a city roughly a dollar 
and a half to provide services. There- 
fore, we need to expand our Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) to main- 
tain new streets and two new public 
buildings (senior and recreation cen- 
ters); to provide snow removal, grass 
cutting, and building maintenance; and 
for new parks/parks expansion. There 


will also be a need for added staff to 
maintain and operate our new facilities. 
Granted, the buildings have been built 
using no tax dollars, but, in actuality, we 
will be required to use tax dollars to 
sustain the new buildings. 

There will also be a need for more 
police officers and firemen if and when 
the new casino and racetrack become 
operational. 

The way to do this is through creat- 
ing more residential homes and the 
expansion of ourcity's commercial base, 
not by raising the City's tax mills. We 
must actively recruit new businesses 
and homeowners to locate in Romulus 
to provide us with the much-needed 
revenue to expand our public services 
because they go hand-in-hand: as our 
community grows, so does the demand 
on our city's services. 

Question #3 

There is no doubt that the Senior 
Center is needed because of the in- 
creased needs of our seniors and the 
ever-growing senior population. | hope 
that more seniors will utilize the center 
uponits completion. The center brings a 
positive, long-term impact to our entire 
community. Ata time of increased com- 
petition for limited Federal dollars (Block 
Grant funding), we must continue to 
inform our legislators of the true impact 
ofthe program. The Romulus City Coun- 
cilhas pre-committed ten years of these 
funds to pay for the bonds used to build 
the Senior Center. Without those funds, 
our budget would not have been able to 
support the Senior Center. Other orga- 
nizations have also relied on those same 
funds for assistance. | will work closely 
with assisting them in identifying what 
other grants will be available so that we 
may continue to revitalize one city block 
at a time. 

The long-term impact of the recre- 
ational facility will be extremely benefi- 
cial to our youth and families as long as 
we can reach my goal of assuring the 
facility is affordable and accessible to 
all. My 2001 re-election platform was to 
utilize Tax Increment Finance Authority 
(TIFA) dollars in a way that would allow 
ourfamilies to directly benefit from them, 
and the Recreation Center brings end- 
less opportunities. However, we will 
have to be very creative for it to hold its 
own financially. Even though TIFA dol- 
lars are being used to build the facility, 
the City and citizens will accrue costs: 
membership dues, usage fees, and costs 
to operate, maintain, and staff the cen- 
ter. We are, as yet, unsure how many 
members will be needed to sustain and 
support the facility, but one thing is 
certain: the facility must have the ability 
to attract not only residents, but non- 
residents, as well, for it to be cost- 
effective to the City. 

The racetrack and casino are both 
controversial developments; that is why

| felt it was imperative for them to go to 
a vote of the people, and urged a refer- 
endum vote. Typically, projects like the 
racetrack have their own inside secu- 
rity, but our police department would be 
responsible for handling the traffic and 
any off-site incidents that may occur. As 
its budget is already at $10 million, the 
police department will have to be 
stretched even further to accommodate 
these incidents. Information provided 
has indicated that the City would re- 
ceive breakage fees and property taxes 
equaling roughly $1.5 million a year. 
The Michigan Downs economic data 
* report estimates that 1,000 new jobs 
and 500 indirect jobs will result from 
Phase | construction, and 2,000 direct 
and indirect jobs once the project be- 
comes complete, with roughly $2.8 mil- 
lion in revenue. |-am very well aware 
that the already established neighbor- 
hood closest to the proposed facility did 
not overwhelmingly approve the facility. 
| will remain sensitive to their concerns 
as the project moves forward. | am 
optimistic that the racetrack could be a 
catalyst for other future developments 
such as restaurants, hotels, and possi- 
bly some retail. To date, Michigan Downs 
is defending its track license in circuit 
court. 

Just like the racetrack, casinos also 
have their own inside security, but there 
will be an increased burden on our City 
services. In all probability, additional 
police officers will be needed. The 
Hannahville Tribe had not yet applied 
for a land trust as of the press confer- 
ence held 20 days before the election. 
First, you must get the land in trust, and 
it must be in trust for gaming purposes 
before a casino can be built. If, and only 
if, Federal approval is granted, casino 
operators would then have to negotiate 
a compact with the State. As for Romu- 
lus landing 3,300 jobs, unfortunately, it 
will not be any time soon, despite the 
appearance of the recently constructed 
billboard on the proposed site — at least, 
not soon enough for many of our non- 
working families. While the casino could 
be a catalyst for future development, 
generate millions of dollars in revenues 
for the City, provide needed jobs, and 
reduce property taxes, | do not think 
anyone knows for sure how soon this 
will happen. The building of the casino 
and racetrack could alleviate many of 
ourconcerns, butis certainly nota quick- 
fix or sure thing. No one is quite sure of 
the projected annual dollar amounts 
that these developments will generate 
because City Council has not yet been 
provided with them. 

Question #4 

Retail shopping and a major chain 
grocery store are the types of develop- 
ment that need to be pursued. Every 
administration, including my opponent's, 
has attempted to bring retail to our city, 


with no success, by simply contacting 
every major chain. | have learned that 
the National League of Cities offers 
seminars in marketing cities to the na- 
tional retail sector based on a program 
called Community ID. The focus is on 
retail development as an economic de- 
velopment strategy for cities and towns 
of any size. We will be in attendance at 
those seminars, and will look towards 
the experts in developing a strategy for 
Romulus and its residents. 

The types | believe should be dis- 
couraged are hazardous and chemical 
facilities. Romulus's risks and rates of 
cancer are higher than state averages. 
We need to focus on developments that 
will benefit our citizens, not hurt them.

My Demo- 
cratic colleagues and | have been urg- 
ing the Speaker to vote on these bills so 
that they can go before Governor Gran- 
holm forherconsideration and approval. 

House Democrats Introduce 

Insurance Reform Plan 

House Democrats recently intro- 
duced a plan that will strengthen con- 
sumer protection and hold insurance 
companies accountable for charging 
excessive rates. Michigan's auto and 
homeowners' insurance rates remain 
the highest in the Midwest. Though the 
insurance industry receives several tax 
breaks, its rates continue to climb dra- 
matically: Since 1999, auto insurance 
rates in Michigan increased between 

45% and 90%, while the average home- 

owner's costs have risen 84% since 

2000. Our proposal would: 

e require insurance companies to roll 
back rates 20%; 

e establish an Office of Insurance Rate- 
payer Advocate to protect consum- 
ers’ interests and ensure affordable 
rates; and 

e force the Michigan Catastrophic 
Claim Association (MCCA) —an inde- 
pendentinsurance fund that pays for 
the care of severely injured motor- 
ists —to comply with the Open Meet- 
ings Act, add public members to its 
board, and open its records. 

Insurance companies must be held 
accountable to the public. | have always 
supported opening the MCCA up to the 

Open Meetings Act. Itis reasonable and 

necessary to require companies to open 

their meetings/records to public scru- 
tiny. Insurance rates are skyrocketing, 
and the public deserves to know why. 

Prohibit Cell Phone Use by Young 

Drivers 

House Bill 5133 would prohibit all 
persons under the age of 18 from using 
interactive wireless communication de- 
vices while driving, exceptin the case of 
an emergency. Violating this bill is pun- 
ishable by a fine of $50.

Presentations on Public School 
Employee Healthcare and Rigorous 
Curriculum 

On Wednesday, October 19, the 
House Committee on Education heard 
a presentation from the Hay Group on 
their recent study, entitled "Report on 
the Feasibility and Cost-Effectiveness 
of a Consolidated Statewide Health 
Benefits System for Michigan Public 
School Employees." 

The report, released in July, was 
commissioned by the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and presents an actuarial study of 
potential cost savings found by placing 
all public school employees into a state- 
run health-care system. 

The discussion surrounding Gov- 
ernor Granholm's recent call for a rigor- 
ous mandatory curriculum for Michigan's 
high schools continued in the House 
Education Committee on October 26. 
The Committee heard a presentation 
from the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Mike Flanagan. 

Mr. Flanagan spoke with urgency 
about the efforts of the Michigan De- 
partment of Education, the State Board 
of Education, and the Governor as they 
look for ways to institute a more rigor- 
ous curriculum focused on math, sci- 
ence, and language arts. Such a cur- 
riculum would better help to prepare our 
students for the jobs of the twenty-first 
century.

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Romulus Community Schools Win 3 MASB State Finalist Awards 


The Michigan Association of School 
Boards recognized the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools for a number of out- 
standing programs during the MASB's 
Fall Leadership Conference, held in the 
Lansing Civic Center on October 29. 
Approximately 500 board of education 
members from throughout the state 
looked on as MASB officials presented 
Romulus with three of the group's nine 
"Michigan's Best" awards. 

"The Romulus school district is the 
first district to win three of the MASB's 
nine state finalist awards in the 12-year 
history of the Michigan's Best program," 
explained Dick Kruse, PR director for 
Romulus Community Schools. “Our dis- 
trict also set an all-time record by win- 
ning 5 of 28 awards in the preliminary 
round of judging last spring. 

"Now the MASB will present the 
nine Michigan's Best finalists to the 
National Association of School Boards 
for national consideration," he added. 

Each of the Romulus school district's 
award-winning programs received an 
"Eddy" trophy, acommemorative plaque, 
and a check for $1,000 to fund further 
program work. The three programs were 
"STEP" (Barth Elementary School), 
"Body Phonics" (Wick Elementary 
School), and "Senior Project" (Romulus 
High School). 

Students and Teachers Exercising 
with Pedometers (STEP) was the win- 
ner in the MASB's "Health and School 
Safety" category. Developed by physi- 
cal-education teacher Sheila Stasak, 
the program is intended to help partici- 
pants develop and maintain healthy life- 
style habits. Students (and teachers) 
wear pedometers to keep track of how 
far they walk, and record their names 
and distance milestones on paper "foot- 
prints" that are displayed along the 
school's hallways. STEP also sharpens 
students’ math skills by requiring them 
to graph their progress and their pulse 
rates. According to Kruse, the program 
helped Barth more than double the num- 
ber of students who passed their grade- 
level physical-fitness assessments.

Wick's Body Phonics program won 
a Michigan's Best Award in the "Serving 
At-risk Students" division. Teacher Chris 
Consales developed the program to help 
students who were having difficulty 
learning to read. The program uses 
storytelling and hand signals to link 
sounds to letter shapes. Classroom 
teachers and after-school tutors have 
effectively used Body Phonics to help 
their students learn, said Kruse. Wick 
students have made significant improve- 
ments, as measured by the Woodcock 
Reading Mastery Test, administered in 
classroom and after-school sessions. 

The Senior Project — originated by 
RHS principal Dan Hurst and devel- 
oped by language-arts teachers Serena 
Kessler and Dr. Jaime Nelson Wukie — 
won in the MASB's "Service Learning" 
category. Completion of the program, 
which is a prerequisite for graduation, 
requires each student to prepare a proj- 
ect on a socially relevant issue. The 
student must begin by enlisting the assis- 
tance of a mentor, learning a skill re- 
lated to his/her project, performing a 
community service using that skill, and 
then prepare a multimedia presentation 
about the project for his/her peers, par- 
ents, and community members.
